The drill- 
ing was done by A. J. Salisbury, now 
87 years of age and .living in Los 
Angeles. The writer talked to him 
personally about the well. Also I went 
to the site of the well a few months 
ago, made a photograph of it, and 
had the story in the November 19, 
1921, issue of The Oil Weekly.
